Department  applies  for  safety  grant

Three  more  police  officers  may  be

Peacock  said  the  department  has  a 
d  need  of  the  additional  officers.  Since 
W978,  the  number  of  general  calls  the 
department  handles  has  grown  by  33 
percent  while  the  number  of  officers 
hired  by  the  department  has  decreased, 
Iropping  from  49  officers  to  4  fewer 
•fficers  and  a  larger  population. 

“They  (police)  spend  more  time 
answering  calls  and  less  doing  aggres¬ 
sive  patrol  work.”  Less  time  patrolling

means  fewer  arrests;  in  1979  there  were 
509  alcohol-related  arrests  compared 
with  259  last  year. 

Arrest  figures  in  other  areas  show 
similar  drops,  and  Peacock  thinks  less 
time  spent  on  patrols  is  one  reason  that 
the  crime  rate  has  increased.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  serious  crimes  in  Orem  increased 
by  15  percent  in  1983. 

“What  we  hope  to  accomplish  is  that 
by  having  more  officers  to  answer  calls 
we  can  cut  down  on  the  crime  rate,” 
Peacock  said.  He  hopes  that  having  the 
officers  work  specifically  on  alcohol  will 
reduce  problems  in  that  area,  while 
freeing  other  officers  to  spend  more  time 
patrolling. 

The  amount  of  alcohol  sold  has  also 
increased  over  the  past  few  years. 
According  to  Peacock,  there  were  17 
businesses  selling  some  form  of  alcohol 
in  1978.  There  are  27  businesses  now 
involved  in  alcohol  sales.  The  amount 
earned  by  state  liquor  stores  increased 
from  $670,000  to  $800,000  during  the 


same  period. 

The  officers  assigned  to  focus  on  alco¬ 
hol  problems  would  “be  involved  with 
the  schools  in  education  programs  con¬ 
cerning  liquor  laws  and  the  effects  of 
alcohol,  .  .  .  they’ll  be  monitoring  the 
alcohol  outlets  and  they’ll  be  out  on  the 
streets  arresting  drunk  drivers  and  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  publicly  intoxicated,” 
according  to  Peacock. 

If  the  application  is  accepted,  $142,000 
will  be  available  for  the  first  year  of  the 
program,  with  the  city  providing  25  per¬ 
cent  of  the  funds.  The  second  year 
$97,000  would  be  spent,  and  Orem  would 
pay  half  the  costs.  The  city  would  pay  75 
percent  of  the  $101,000  available  the 
third  year  and  would  be  responsible  for 
the  program  after  that. 

The  city  should  know  by  June  whether 
its  application  has  been  approved,  and 
the  department  plans  to  initiate  the 
program  “as  soon  thereafter  as  we  can 
hire  the  people  and  get  the  program 
going,”  Peacock  said.

deficit-cutting  plan 

The  governors  have  a  strong  lobbying  apparatus  in  Washing¬ 
ton  and  intend  to  use  it  to  push  their  deficit-cutting  plan.  GOP 
Gov.  Richard  Snelling  of  Vermont,  arguing  for  the  proposal,  said 
by  putting  their  prestige  and  political  clout  behind  the  plan,  the 
governors  would  give  both  Democrats  and  Republicans  in 
Washington  some  “political  cover”  when  they  face  difficult  elec¬ 
tion  year  budget  and  tax  decisions. 

The  governors  association  has  35  Democrats  and  15  Republi¬ 
cans,  but  the  final  vote,  unlike  the  debate,  was  bipartisan.  At  a 
meeting  Monday  with  the  governors,  Reagan  recommended  they 
back  a  constitutional  amendment  requiring  a  balanced  budget, 
and  Pennsylvania  Gov.  Richard  Thornburgh,  a  Republican, 
offered  that  alternative  to  the  NGA  at  the  closing  session  of  its 
winter  meeting.  The  governors  tabled  it,  but  as  a  partial  conces¬ 
sion  adopted  new  langugage  putting  themselves  on  record  in 
favor  of  “complete  elimination  of  the  deficit”  as  an  “ultimate 
goal.” 

Thornburgh  asked,  “How  can  we  find  acceptable  a  $120  billion 
deficit  at  the  end  of  this  process?  I,  for  one,  cannot.”  But  Snelling 
said  the  growing  and  continuing  multi-billion  dollar  deficits 
amount  to  “a  recipe  for  disaster.” 

“There  is  a  time  bomb  out  there,”  Snelling  said,  appealing  to 
his  colleagues  to  put  aside  partisanship  and  unite  on  a  plan  with 
some  chance  of  adoption. 
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Hart  embarrasses 


Mondale 

CONCORD,  N.H.  (UPI)  —  Sen.  Gary  Hart, 
seeking  to  become  the  “new  leadership”  of  the 
Democratic  Party,  embarrassed  front-runner  Wal¬ 
ter  Mondale  Tuesday  with  a  stunning  upset  victory 
in  New  Hampshire’s  first-in-the-nation  primary. 

Hart’s  surprisingly  big  victory  halted  what  for 
more  than  a  year  has  been  an  unimpeded  drive  by 
Mondale  to  the  Democratic  presidential  nomina¬ 
tion.  With  all  the  other  candidates  far  behind,  it  left 
three  realistic  contenders  —  Mondale,  Hart  and 
Sen.  John  Glenn  of  Ohio,  who  finished  third. 

“This  is  a  massive  victory,”  Hart  said  of  the  sur¬ 
prise  outcome.  “We’re  obviously  the  product  of  an 
awful  lot  of  things.” 

“I  think  what  if  represents  is  that  clearly  a  very 
large  number  of  people  prefer  an  alternative  to 
Vice  President  Mondale  and  particularly  one  that 
represents  the  future  of  this  party  and  the 
country.” 

With  42  percent  of  the  total  vote  reporting  Hart 
had  16,079  votes  or  40  percent;  Mondale,  11,210  or 
28  percent;  Sen.  John  Glenn,  4,905  or  12  percent; 
civil  rights  activist  Jesse  Jackson,  2,417  or  6 
percent;  former  Sen.  George  McGovern,  2,388  or  6 
percent;  Sen.  Ernest  Hollings,  1,495  or  4  percent; 
Sen.  Alan  Cranston,  990  or  2  percent,  and  former 
Gov.  Reubin  Askew  of  Florida,  519  or  1  percent. 

If  those  percentages  hold  up,  Hart  would  win  10 
delegates  to  the  Democratic  National  Convention 
and  Mondale,  eight. 

President  Reagan,  who  had  only  token  opposi¬ 
tion  on  the  Republican  side,  was  also  the  benefici¬ 
ary  of  an  organized  campaign  to  write  in  his  name 
on  the  Democratic  ticket.  With  about  half  the  pre¬ 
cincts  reporting,  Reagan  had  1,976  votes  on  the

Democratic  race,  putting  him  ahead  of  three  Demo¬ 
crats. 

Hart  led  Mondale  in  every  part  of  the  state, 
although  the  former  vice  president  was  closer  in  the 
industrial  areas,  especially  in  Manchester,  than  in 
the  rural  areas  where  the  Colorado  senator  scored 
his  biggest  margin. 

Mondale  virtually  conceded  the  race,  saying  he 
took  a  “cold  shower”  in  New  Hampshire,  noting 
that  there  was  “a  very  heavy  theme”  running' 
through  the  campaign  “not  to  end  the  debate.” 

But  he  said  he  was  confident  he  would  over¬ 
whelm  his  rivals  in  the  score  of  primaries  and  cau¬ 
cuses  coming  up  in  the  next  few  weeks. 

The  three  serious  contenders  now  have  two 
weeks  to  regroup  for  “Super  Tuesday”  —  March  13 
—  when  nine  states  hold  primaries  and  caucuses  to 
pick  more  than  500  delegates  to  the  national  con¬ 
vention. 

It  was  evident  that  Hart’s  theme  —  offering  him¬ 
self  as  a  new  leader  for  the  party  with  new  ideas  — 
appealed  to  independent  Yankee  voters  in  New 
Hampshire  who  have  a  history  of  damaging  fron¬ 
trunners,  sometimes  fatally. 

Hart  was  barely  a  blip  in  New  Hampshire  polls 
before  scoring  a  surprise  second  place  finish  in  the 
Iowa  precinct  caucuses  last  week.  He  apparently 
gained  voters  in  droves  that  originally  favored 
other  dark  horses  but  switched  when  it  was  appa¬ 
rent  their  first  choice  had  no  chance. 

He  campaigned  tirelessly  in  the  state  almost  non¬ 
stop  in  the  final  days  and  with  funds  that  poured  in 
after  his  Iowa  finish,  he  waged  a  $125,000  advertis¬ 
ing  campaign  the  final  week. 


Oil  tankers  loaded, 

no  incident  in  Iran

Oil  tanker  crews  in  the  Persian  Gulf  reported 
loading  without  incident  Tuesday  at  Iran’s  Kharg 
Island  terminal,  and  U.S.  officials  disputed  Iraq’s 
claim  to  have  bombed  the  port. 

Responding  to  President  Reagan’s  pledge  to 
keep  the  Strait  of  Hormuz  oil  route  open,  Iran’s 
Ayatollah  Ruhollah  Khomeini  warned  “no  super¬ 
power  could  confront”  his  Islamic  regime. 

Iran  also  charged  that  Iraq  used  chemical 
weapons  on  the  battlefront,  saying  1,000  Iranian 
fighters  were  overcome  by  mustard  gas.  Iraq 
claimed  its  forces  had  killed  and  wounded  30,000 
Iranians  in  the  past  three  days. 

In  Baghdad,  the  official  daily  newspaper  A1 
Thawra  hinted  that  Iraq  planned  a  new  response  to 
a  massive  offensive  Iranian  troops  were  believed  to 
be  preparing. 

“Iraq  has  decided  to  blockade  Iranian  ports  fol¬ 
lowing  the  silent  international  attitude  toward  the 
crimes  of  the  Iranian  regime  against  the  Iraqi  peo¬ 
ple,”  Al  Thawra  said. 

The  Iraqi  claim  of  bombing  Kharg  Island,  the 
chief  Iranian  oil  terminal  at  the  head  of  the  Gulf, 
and  the  blockade  warning  spurred  concern  that 
Iran  might  be  prompted  to  carry  out  its  threat  to 
close  the  vital  Strait  of  Hormuz. 

But  Western  sources  cast  doubt  Tuesday  on 
whether  Iraq  could  back  its  warnings,  saying  Bagh¬ 
dad’s  claim  it  destroyed  tankers  at  Kharg  —  which 
Iran  has  said  would  cause  it  to  close  the  strait  — 
could  not  be  verified. 


In  London,  a  shipping  source  said  one  or  two 
vessels  had  been  damaged  by  an  attack  but  ship¬ 
ping  brokers  maintained  the  tankers  were  still 
loading.  Trading  continued  unabated  on  the  oil 
markets. 

A  Norwegian  firm,  Bergesen  and  Go.,  said  its 
280,000-ton  tanker  Berge  King  was  due  to  load 
sometime  Tuesday.  The  captain  radioed  the  vessel 
was  waiting  to  load  and  was  not  aware  of  any 
attacks  in  the  area,  a  broker  said. 

In  Washington,  American  intelligence  sources 
said  U.S.  surveillance  of  Kharg  Island  disputed  the 
Iraqi  claim.  One  said  the  surveillance  showed  “no 
flaming  tankers,  no  smoke,  no  tankers  missing  and 
no  damage  to  the  island.” 

“It  never  happened,  and  that’s  why  nobody’s 
been  able  to  confirm  it,”  one  source  said.  “It’s  more 
a  war  of  words  than  facts.  It’s  very  unlikely  there 
was  an  attack.” 

The  attack  report  drew  concern  because  of  the 
potential  threat  to  the  strait.  Closing  it  could 
strangle  20  percent  of  the  West’s  oil  and  prompt 
military  intervention  by  the  United  States. 

The  Pentagon  has  acknowledged  that  the  U.S. 
guided  missile  destroyer  Lawrence  warned  off  an 
Iranian  patrol  plane  and  a  frigate  that  closed  within 
2.5  nautical  miles  of  it  in  the  area  Sunday. 

“The  U.S.  president  thinks  that  everything  is  the 
same  as  in  the  past,  when  their  permission  had  an 
impact,”  Khomeini  said  in  remarks  carried  by 
Iran’s  official  news  agency.

If  the  project  is  successful  on  a 
small  scale,  the  Provo  power  plant 
could  provide  heat  for  many  resi¬ 
dences.  For  individual  homes,  howev¬ 
er,  water  heating  may  not  be  as  feasi¬ 
ble  as  natural  gas  because  of  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  pipe  laying,  he  said. 

“Provo  has  moderately  priced  natu¬ 
ral  gas  now,”  Limburg  said,  “so  resi¬ 
dents  may  not  be  enthusiastic  to  pay 
for  pipes.  Our  capital  costs  would 
come  in  the  first  few  years,  but  in  the 
long  run,  the  escalation  rates  of  natu¬ 
ral  gas  will  go  up  faster  than  the  hot 
water  system  rates.” 

Provo  is  already  considering  sever¬ 
al  proposals  for  a  39  percent  power 
rate  increase.  With  this  increase  a  22 
percent  hike  would  be  effective  im¬ 
mediately.  The  17  percent  difference 
would  be  added  in  July,  said  the  con¬ 
sulting  firm,  Black  &  Veatch. 

Another  proposal  would  implement 
a  35.8  percent  increase  beginning  in 
July  with  the  difference  made  up  in 
July  1985  and  July  1986,  the  firm  said. 

The  total  project  has  an  estimated 
cost  of  $1.4  million,  Limburg  said. 
The  figure  includes  equipment 
needed  at  the  power  plant  and  the 
cost  of  running  pipelines. 


Bachelors  beware: 
tables  may  turn  today

Superstition  associated  with  Leap 
Year  can  be  traced  back  in  history  to 
Caesar’s  time  when  Feb.  29  became 
the  day  the  roles  were  reversed  — 
women  were  given  license  to  ask  for 
the  hand  of  any  unclaimed  man  in 
marriage. 

The  tale  is  not  ignored  by  some 
BYU  students.  Beth  Griffith,  a  fresh¬ 
man  from  Fremont,  Calif. ,  majoring 
in  information  management,  said,  “I 
was  talking  to  some  guys,  and  they 
were  ticked  because  it’s  Leap  Year 
and  no  girls  were  doing  anything  ab¬ 
out  it.  They’re  tired  of  sitting  home 
Friday  and  Saturday  nights.” 

“All  I  know  is  you  get  to  ask  a  guy 
to  marry  you  once  every  four  years,” 
said  Linda  Smith,  a  senior  from  Lub¬ 
bock,  Texas,  majoring  in  business.  “I 
think  it  should  be  year-round.” 

But  Craig  Gallup,  a  freshman  from 
Hermosa  Beach,  Calif.,  majoring  in 
theater  and  cinematic  arts,  said,  “I’m 
really  impartial  about  Leap  Year.  No¬ 
thing  has  ever  really  happened  to  me 
on  Leap  Year.” 

In  1,000  years,  the  calendar  will  be 
three  days  behind. 

Many  experts  say  that  this  is  be¬ 
cause  the  adjustment  made  for  Leap 
Year  is  not  quite  accurate. 

As  soon  as  men  realized  the  calen¬ 
dars  they  had  devised  were  not  com¬ 
pletely  accurate,  because  the  solar 
and  lunar  years  both  end  with  a  frac¬ 


tion  of  a  day,  they  added  one  day  to 
every  three  years.  The  Greeks  were 
the  first  to  use  this  practice  to  reg¬ 
ulate  their  calendar. 

Experts  indicate  that  this  method 
is  fairly  precise  and  is  still  used  to 
calculate  ecclesiatical  calendars. 

Later,  when  the  Romans  adopted 
the  Julian  calendar,  they  made  the 
compensation  by  eliminating  three 
days  every  four  centuries,  which  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  discrepancy  of  one  day  ev¬ 
ery  four  centuries. 

In  the  Julian  calendar,  devised  by 
the  Romans,  one  extra  day  was  in¬ 
serted  after  Feb.  24  every  four  years. 

In  1582,  Pope  Gregory  XIII  de¬ 
cided  to  reform  the  inaccurate  Julian 
calendar,  with  its,  by  then,  10-day 
discrepancy. 

So,  he  cut  out  all  the  days  between 
Oct.  4  and  Oct.  15.  This  made  a  10-day 
difference  between  the  date  in  the 
countries  that  adopted  Gregory’s  new 
calendar  and  those  that  did  not. 

Many  countries  did  not  adopt  the 
Gregorian  calendar  until  some  time 
later.  The  Netherlands  adopted  it  in 
December  1582,  and  the  Catholic  Ger¬ 
man  states  adopted  it  in  1584.  The 
Protestant  German  states  and 
Switzerland  did  not  adopt  it  until 
1700,  while  England  and  its  colonies, 
including  the  United  States,  did  not 
change  its  calendar  until  1752. 

By  then,  the  calendar  was  so  in¬ 
accurate  that  11  days  rather  than  10 
had  to  be  eliminated. 
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Deficit  talks  stumble, 
neither  side  optimistic 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  President  Reagan’s 
bipartisan  deficit-cutting  panel  foundered  Tues¬ 
day,  with  Republicans  “staggered”  by  a  Democra¬ 
tic  proposal  to  raise  taxes  and  neither  side  optimis¬ 
tic  that  talks  could  continue. 

But  a  White  House  spokesman  blamed  Demo¬ 
crats  for  the  impasse  and  vowed:  “We  have  not  yet 
abandoned  hope  of  success.” 

Emerging  from  the  1  14  hour  meeting,  the  fourth 
since  Reagan  called  on  the  panel  to  formulate  a  $100 
billion  “down  payment”  on  the  nearly  $1.5  trillion 
federal  debt,  both  Democrats  nor  Republicans 
sounded  discouraged  about  the  talks.  However, 
none  was  willing  to  take  the  first  step  to  call  them 


the  United  States  and  the  Kremlin’s  new  lead¬ 
ership  will  improve  East- West  relations. 

Reagan  welcomed  Kirchschlaeger,  the  first  Au¬ 
strian  head  of  state  to  make  an  official  visit  to  the 
United  States,  with  a  greeting  in  German,  “Wir 
heissen  Sie  herzlich  Willkonnen”  —  “We  bid  you  a 
warm  welcome.” 


A  senior  American  official  said  the  two  leaders 
talked  for  about  one  hour,  mostly  on  East-West 
relations  and  Central  America. 

In  his  arrival  remarks,  the  Austrian  president 
told  Reagan,  “I  come  here  today  as  a  true  friend, 
advocating  the  promotion  of  friendship  Western 
Europe  and  the  United  States,  but  also  advocating 
a  dialogue  between  East  and  West.” 


A  police  spokesman  said  two  of  the  four  hand 
grenades  wired  together  and  wrapped  in  a  plastic 
shopping  bag  blew  up  in  the  doorway  of  Avi’s  Men’s 
Clothing  Store  on  Jaffa  Road,  a  main  thoroughfare 
in  Jewish  West  Jerusalem. 

It  was  the  worst  attack  since  Dec.  6  when  a  bomb 
destroyed  a  city  bus,  killing  five  people  and  wound¬ 
ing  42  others.

JERUSALEM  (UPI)  —  A  terrorist  bomb  made 
of  hand  grenades  exploded  in  the  doorway  of  a 
men’s  clothing  store  on  a  busy  downtown  Jeru¬ 
salem  street  Tuesday,  sending  shrapnel  flying 
through  the  air  and  wounding  21  people. 

In  Amman,  Palestine  Liberation  Organization 
chief  Yasser  Arafat  praised  the  attack,  and  a 
Damascus  spokesman  for  a  radical  PLO  faction 
claimed  responsibility  for  staging  it. 


AMMAN,  Jordan  (UPI)  —  Palestine  Liberation 
Organization  chief  Yasser  Arafat  praised  a  terror 
bombing  in  Jerusalem  on  Tuesday  before  meeting 
with  a  West  Bank  delegation  that  wants  him  to  join 
in  a  peace  move  with  King  Hussein. 

The  group  planned  to  ask  Arafat  to  work  to  halt 
the  building  of  Israeli  settlements  in  the  occupied 
West  Bank  and  Gaza  Strip  and  return  those  lands  to 
Arab  control,  Palestinian  sources  said. 

The  delegation  is  comprised  of  50  prominent 
West  Bank  citizens,  including  Bethlehem  Mayor 
Elias  Freij ,  Jericho  Mayor  Jamil  Sabri  and  Beit 
Sahur  Mayor  Hanna  Atrash,  the  sources  said. 

Addressing  some  1,000  Palestine  Liberation 
Army  fighters  of  the  Jordanian-sponsored  Bader 
brigade,  Arafat  praised  the  Jerusalem  bombing, 
which  wounded  21  people.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)— The  Utah  Supreme 
Court  dealt  the  defense  of  accused  mass  murderer 
Arthur  Gary  Bishop  a  severe  blow  Tuesday,  and  a 
lower  court  judge  searched  for  an  impartial  jury  to . 
hear  the  trial. 

The  high  court  rejected  defense  attorneys’  pleas 
to  overturn  a  Third  District  Court  ruling  that  com¬ 
pels  them  to  turn  over  evidence  —  including 
psychiatric  reports  on  Bishop — to  the  prosecution. 

In  lower  court  proceedings,  six  more  potential 
jurors  said  they  could  not  be  impartial  in  their 
judgment  of  Bishop,  and  Judge  Jay  Banks  whittled

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Soviets  decry  'sinister'  defense  plan 
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MOSCOW — The  Soviet  Union  charged  Tuesday 
the  Reagan  adminstration  is  hatching  a  “truly  sinis¬ 
ter”  plot  to  equip  more  than  100  F-15  jet  fighters 
with  anti-satellite  weapons  and  deploy  them  as  a 
large-scale  missile  shield. 


The  Communist  Party  daily  Pravda  and  the 
military  newspaper  Krasnaya  Zvezda  (Red  Star) 
said  the  Pentagon  plans  to  convert  the  jet  fighters 
to  “Star  Wars”  defense  systems  —  increasing  the 
danger  of  nuclear  war. 


Both  superpowers  agreed  under  the  ABM  treaty 
not  to  deploy  anti-ballistic  missile  sj%tems  so  neith¬ 
er  side  would  be  encouraged  to  fire  a  first  nuclear 
strike  in  the  belief  the  other  side  could  not  retaliate. 

Pravda  called  on  the  United  States  to  respond  “in 


a  businesslike  manner”  to  Soviet  proposals  last  fall 
to  ban  all  weapons,  both  defensive  and  tactical, 
from  space. 

The  new  weapon  is  a  missile  carried  under  the 
F-15  and  is  the  first  U.S.  satellite  “killer.”  The 
fighter  streaks  high  in  the  atmosphere  and  fires  the 
missile  toward  its  target  in  outer  space. 

The  Defense  Department  test-fired  an  unarmed 
version  in  January  and  both  Soviet  newspapers 
complained  the  test  showed  the  United  States  was 
not  paying  heed  to  the  Soviet  proposal. 

“Of  a  truly  sinister  character  are  the  plans  for  the 
creation  by  1987  of  more  theari  100  anti-satellite 
systems,”  said  Red  Star.  “Practically  any  F-15  air- ' 
craft  can  be  swiftly  turned  into  an  anti-satellite 
weapon.”

Mexican  vanilla  unsafe,  warns  FDA 


jOGAN,  Utah  (UPI)  —  U.S.  consumer  protec- 
(t  officials  said  there  is  no  way  to  determine  the 
rime  of  an  illegal  vanilla  extract  being  trans- 
Eted  into  the  country  from  Mexico,  and  all  they 
:  do  is  warn  citizens  of  its  dangers. 

Most  of  the  extract  is  brought  in  by  individuals 
i  their  own  consumption  and  that  of  their 
mds,”  said  Ed  Sturgeon,  Salt  Lake  City  repre- 
Etative  of  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug  Administra- 
l  “If  they  bring  it  in  as  part  of  their  baggage, 
re’s  not  much  we  can  do  about  it.” 


Sturgeon  said  federal  officials  are  concerned  ab¬ 
out  reports  Monday  that  the  Mexican  vanilla  ex¬ 
tract,  a  common  souvenir  of  people  who  visit  Mex¬ 
ico,  is  being  brought  to  the  United  States  by  Amer¬ 
ican  tourists.  He  said  the  extract  is  illegal  and  may 
be  dangerous. 

Dr.  Von  Mendenhall,  a  USU  Extension  Service 
nutrition  specialist,  said  tests  conducted  in  Arizona 
found  some  of  the  vanilla  contained  coumarin,  a 
substance  banned  30  years  ago  by  the  U.S.  Food 
and  Drug  Administration.

Disney  conducts  auditions

B  YU’s  performers  are  comparable  to  performers 
found  in  areas  such  as  New  York  and  Dallas,  said 
Rich  Taylor,  special  events  manager  for  Walt  Dis¬ 
ney  World.  He  was  at  BYU  on  Monday  to  conduct 
auditions. 

“We  have  really  been  impressed  with  the  great 
talent  here,  and  we’ve  seen  thousands  nationwide,”

Disney  representatives  evaluated  45  of  200  sin¬ 
gers,  musicians  and  dancers  during  the  Monday 
call-backs.  The  auditions  are  part  of  a  nationwide 
talent  search  for  about  175  talented  persons  to  per¬ 
form  in  various  Disney  shows. 

“We’ve  had  performers  such  as  ventriloquists, 
yodellers  and  a  Victor  Borg-style  piano  act,”  said 
Wendee  Trumeau,  office  manager  for  the  BYU  en¬ 
tertainment  division. 


Those  persons  selected  by  Disney  will  receive 
notifications  of  employment  in  late  March  and  will 
be  on  contract  for  one  year.  Notifications  will  be 
either  through  the  mail  or  by  phone. 

Walt  Disney  has  conducted  auditions  in  such 
places  as  Dallas,  Chicago,  Boston,  New  York,  and 
Los  Angeles.

The  Walt  Disney  World  Vacation  Kingdom  in 
Florida  and  Disneyland  in  Anaheim,  Calif. ,  are  also 
conducting  auditions  for  a  select  group  of  college 
instrumentalists  and  dancers  to  form  jazz-oriented 
“All  American  College  Marching  Bands”  with 
“Band  Dancers”  in  their  Magic  Kingdom  theme 
parks.

Comprehensive  clinic 
offers  varied  services

The  idea  behind  the  Comprehen¬ 
sive  Clinic  at  BYU  is  something  quite 
new  and  innovative  in  the  world  of 
behavioral  sciences  according  to  Dr. 
Richard  Bednar,  director  of  the  clinic. 

“There’s  not  a  facility  like  this  on 
any  other  campus,”  he  said.  “It’s  a 
fairly  original  idea  on  Campus  because 
we’ve  taken  all  the  behavioral  scien¬ 
ces  and  integrated  them  under  one 
roof.” 


The  clinic  provides  the  services  of  a 
nursing  clinic,  marriage  and  family 
therapy,  audiology  and  speech  test- 


on  the  services  needed,  the  program 
offering  the  services  and  the  person’s 
ability  to  pay. 

“We  have  people  come  from  all  over 
the  state,”  Bednar  said.  “The  advan¬ 
tage  of  having  these  services  under 
one  roof  is  that  all  the  different  parts 
of  a  person  can  be  worked  with  and 
helped.” 

For  example,  if  a  child  has  a  stut¬ 
tering  problem  the  communicative 
disorder  can  be  treated  as  well  as  any 
psychological  problems. 

The  Comprehensive  Clinic  serves 


as  a  training  clinic  for  graduate  stu¬ 
dents,  plus  it  benefits  clients.  “It  be¬ 


nefits  the  clients  because  they  receive 


with  communicative  disorders. 


It  also  houses  LDS  Social  Services, 
which  provides  consultation  for  social 
and  emotional  problems,  the  Indian 
Placement  Program  and  adoption  and 
research  in  the  behavioral  sciences. 

The  clinic  is  open  from  8  a.m.  to  10 
p.m.  Monday  through  Friday.  Any¬

Student  enjoys  positive  role

While  Jon  Linford  was  raised  in  the 
country,  his  taste  in  music  is  a  little 
bit  more  sophisticated  than  the  aver¬ 
age  country  tune. 

Linford,  a  junior  from  Geneva,  Ida¬ 
ho,  majoring  in  music,  plays  Figaro  in 
the  opera  “Barber  of  Seville,”  the  pro¬ 
duction  currently  being  presented  on 
campus.  His  character  is  a  fun-loving 
barber  who  not  only  cuts  hair  and 
cares  for  the  sick  but  is  also  known  for 
his  matchmaking  abilities. 

“Figaro  is  a  fun  part  for  me  because 
it  is  the  first  time  I’m  not  playing  a 
villain  or  a  father.” 

Because  of  his  baritone  voice,  Lin¬ 
ford  said  he  usually  is  cast  as  an  un¬ 
sympathetic  character.  “I  finally  get 
to  play  someone  the  audience  likes.” 

The  play  “Barber  of  Seville”  was 
one  of  three  plays  written  by  the  18th 
century  French  playwright  Beaumar¬ 
chais.  All  three  of  his  plays  contain 
the  character  of  Figaro,  Linford  said. 

Linford  is  a  transfer  student  from 
Ricks  College  where  he  performed  in 
two  operas.  Since  he  has  been  at 
BYU,  Linford  has  performed  in  four 
opera  leads  and  plans  to  get  a  masters 
in  vocal  performance. 

Singing  professionally  on  a  small 
scale  and  teaching  on  a  university 
level  is  Linford’s  goal  after  he  gradu¬ 
ates  from  BYU,  he  said. 

Linford  said  he  did  not  begin  his 
voice  career  like  most  people.  “I  nev¬ 
er  sang  solo  until  I  went  to  college.  I 
grew  up  with  music  but  not  voice.” 

His  main  focus  was  instrumental 
music  —  playing  the  saxaphone,  tuba 
and  flute.  “I  always  played  in  the 
band,  that’s  what  I  majored  in  as  a 
freshman,”  he  said. 

The  transition  from  instrumental 
music  to  voice  performance  came 
while  he  attended  Ricks  College  when 
he  heard  about  an  opera  workshop.  “I 
had  never  really  done  much  opera, 
but  I  was  interested  in  it,”  he  said. 

Linford  decided  to  take  a  break 
from  band  and  get  involved  with  an 


opera  workshop  and  the  a  capella 
choir. 

He  then  continued  studying  voice 
for  a  year,  went  on  a  mission'  and  since 
his  return  continued  in  the  perform¬ 
ance  field. 

For  Linford  instrumental  perform¬ 
ance  has  taken  a  back  seat  to  his  new¬ 
found  talent,  voice  performance.  “I 
started  playing  the  saxophone  when  I 
was  in  the  fourth  grade  and  haven’t 
touched  it  since  I  was  a  freshman,  but 
I  don’t  regret  it,”  he  said. 

Linford  was  raised  on  a  farm  in 
southern  Idaho.  His  parents  like  the 
country  music  and  country  life  but, 
according  to  Linford,  he  was  diffe¬ 
rent. 

“My  parents  didn’t  like  opera  at 
first,  but  they  learned  to  appreciate  it 
through  me.  They  are  very  supppor- 
tive.  My  dad  says  he  loves  any  opera 
—  just  so  long  as  I’m  in  it,”  he  said. 

Linford  said  he  desires  to  play 
several  roles,  some  at  different  stages 
of  his  life.  “I  would  now  like  to  play  in 
Verdi’s  Falstaff,  and  Scarpia  in  Tosca 
by  Puccini  and  when  I  get  older 
Wotan  in  Wagner’s  operas.” 

The  key  to  success  is  to  have  the 
desire  and  then  work  for  it,  Linford 
said. 

“People  have  to  really  really  want 
and  desire  success.  Then  they  have  to 
make  that  desire  active — it’s  the  only 
way.” 

There  are  many  people  who  are 
very  talented  but  do  not  have  the  de¬ 
sire  to  work  for  perfection,  he  said. 

“Some  think  they  can  get  by  with 
talent  and  not  work  —  that  condemns 
them,”  Linford  said. 

Linford  said  he  realizes  that  as  a 
teacher  he  will  get  frustrated  with 
those  who  will  not  pursue  their  ta¬ 
lents,  “but  without  pursuit  there  is 
not  success.” 

The  arts,  especially  opera,  can  be  a 
source  of  enjoyment,  Linford  said. 
“We  are  often  times  too  quick  to  re¬ 
ject  those  things  which  are  uncom¬ 
mon  or  unusual.  For  instance  opera, 
we  are  not  giving  it  a  chance.”

)by  a  duo  or  group,  downing  Jackson  and  ex-Beatle 
tfPaul  McCartney’s  joint  effort  on  “The  Girl  is  Mine.  ” 

>  Jackson  was  nominated  for  an  unprecendented 


12  awards  and  hoped  to  win  eight  to  set  a  record  for 
most  Grammys  won  by  an  artist  in  a  single  year. 

Sting,  lead  singer  of  the  Police,  became  a  trifle 
winner  as  he  also  won  for  best  rock  instrumental 
performance  for  his  work  on  the  “Brimstone  and , 
Treacle”  movie  soundtrack. 

The  “Flashdance”  soundtrack  won  two  Grammys 
for  best  album  of  an  original  score  written  for  a 
movie  or  TV  special  and  for  best  instrumental  com¬ 
position. 

Chaka  Kahn  picked,  up  three  awards  —  for  best 
female’  R&B  performance,  best  R&B  performance 
by  a  duo  or  group  for  “Ain’t  Nobody”  with  Rufus 
Kahn  and  best  vocal  arrangement  for  “Be  Bop  Med¬ 
ley”  with  Arif  Mardin. 

Sir  George  Solti  won  four  classical  awards  to  give 
him  a  career  total  of  23,  passing  Henry  Mancini, 
who  has  won  20  Grammys,  as  the  all-time  biggest 
winner. 

The  Police  and  Jackson  were  also  competing  for 
the  two  top  Grammys  —  “Thriller”  vs.  “Synchro- 
nicity”  for  best  album  and  “Every  Breath  You 


Take”  vs.  “Beat  It”  for  best  record  —  given  by  the 
national  Academy  of  Recording  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Jackson  was  also  nominated  for  best  male  pop 
vocal  for  “Thriller,”  as  producer  of  the  year  with 
Quincy  Jones  for  three  tracks  on  “Thriller”  and  for 
“E.T.  The  Extra-Terrestrial”  as  best  children’s  re¬ 
cording. 

Other  winners  included  Pat  Benatar  for  “Love  is 
a  Battlefield”  as  best  female  rock  vocal  perform¬ 
ance,  George  Benson  for  “Being  With  You”  as  best 
pop  instrumental,  Anne  Murray  for  “A  Little  Good 
News”  and  Lee  Greenwood  for  “I.O.U.”  for  best 
country  vocal-performances,  Ella  Fitzgerald  with 
“The  Best  Is  Yet  to  Come”  and  Mel  Torme  with 
“Top  Drawer”  for  best  Jazz  vocal  performances. 

Former  disco  queen  Donna  Summer  won  for  best 
inspirational  performance  for  “He’s  a  Rebel,”  and 
Nelson  Riddle  won  for  best  instrumental  arrange¬ 
ment  accompanying  vocals  for  his  work  with  Linda 
Ronstadt  on  “What’s  New.” 

Eddie  Murphy  got  the  Grammy  for  best  comedy 
recording.

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Da  Vinci  expert  interprets  artist's  life?

He  was  a  scientist,  an  artist  and  a 
geriius.  He  was  Leonardo  da  Vinci,  the 
man  who  many  have  devoted  their  time 
and  money  trying  to  understand. 

Dr.  Kim  Veltman  is  one  such  man  who 
has  spent  many  years  of  his  life  learning 
about  da  Vinci.  Currently  a  research  fel¬ 
low  at  the  Herzog  August  Bibliothek  in 
West  Germany  and  one  of  the  world’s  ex¬ 
perts  on  da  Vinci,  Veltman  shared  some  of 
his  understanding  of  da  Vinci  with  BYU 
students  and  faculty  in  the  first  of  three 
lectures  Monday. 

“Leonardo  is  possibly  the  most  fascinat¬ 
ing  and  complex  person  to  study,”  said 
Veltman,  who  has  just  published  the 
second  of  two  volumes  about  da  Vinci. 

“He  wrote  approximately  6,500  pages  of 
manuscripts  containing  over  100,000  im¬ 
ages.  His  efforts  are  concentrated  almost 
entirely  on  aspects  of  the  natural  world. 


He  was  very  concerned  with  things  that 
can  be  visually  represented.  Da  Vinci 
would  take  an  object,  identify  the  vari¬ 
ables  in  it  and  study  each  variable  in  in¬ 
tense  detail.” 

Veltman  spent  some  time  reconstruct¬ 
ing  some  of  da  Vinci’s  experiments  him¬ 
self  in  London. 

Veltman  concentrated  his  first  lecture 
on  art  and  anatomy  and  how  they  influ¬ 
enced  da  Vinci’s  art.  “Leonardo  studied 
the  human  body  and  used  it  for  his  creative 
methods,”  Veltman  said. 

“Da  Vinci  took  very  systematic  and  co¬ 
pious  notes.  He  drew  the  object  he  was 
studying  and  wrote  around  it  explaining 
his  diagrams. 

“He  would  start  off  by  studying  the 
whole  body  and  then  develop  it  into  minor 
treatises,  from  the  head  working  down  the 
body,  dissecting  and  analyzing  it. 

“To  make  sure  that  he  did  a  thorough 
and  accurate  study,  da  Vinci  would  draw 


an  object  such  as  the  eye  or  a  leg,  from  at 
least  eight  different  angles,”  said 
Veltman. 

“Although  he  was  usually  accurate, 
sometimes  he  would  draw  not  what  he 
actually  saw,  but  what  he  thought  the  hu¬ 
man  body  should  be  like.” 

The  study  of  the  human  body  was  a 
starting  point  for  da  Vinci’s  art.  “Da  Vinci  ,, 
wanted  to  portray  the  human  body  in  mo-  F 
tion  instead  of  the  static  look  that  had  been 
used  in  art  up  to  that  time.  Balance  and 
motion  were  very  important  to  him  and  he 
studied  each  stage  of  motion  in  great  de¬ 
tail,”  Veltman  said. 

“Da  Vinci  has  the  ability  to  make  un¬ 
natural  things  look  natural,”  Veltman 
said. 

To  support  his  lecture,  Veltman  used 
slides  of  da  Vinci’s  work  on  the  human 
body  from  the  head  to  the  feet. 

The  final  lecture  by  Veltman  will  be  on 
the  purpose  of  da  Vinci’s  art.

Feminist  group  gives  'pigs' 
for  degrading  commercials

Emergency  care  at  local  hospitals  costs  more 
than  routine  care  because  it  is  just  that  —  emergen¬ 
cy  care,  according  to  Utah  Valley  Hospital  officials. 

The  UVH  Emergency  Center  staff  includes 
seven  full-time  physicians  who  do  not  have  private 
practices,  registered  nurses  and  technicians  —  all 
certified  in  Advanced  Cardiac  Life  Support. 

About  one  third  of  the  nurses  are  also  Certified 
Emergency  Nurses.  CEN  certification  will  soon  be 
required  of  all  the  emergency  nursing  staff,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Wayne  Watson,  director  of  UVH  Emergency 
Center. 

Costs  involved  in  treatment  at  a  doctor’s  office 
include  the  doctor’s  time,  his  staffs  salaries,  sup¬ 
plies  and  equipment  and  office  overhead. 

Emergency  room  treatment  includes  costs  for 
doctors  and  nurses  who  must  be  there  regardless  of 
whether  they  have  patients,  more  varied  and  soph¬ 
isticated  supplies  and  equipment,  overhead  for  a 
facility  with  extended  hours  and  extended  care 
back-up  through  the  hospital  itself,  Watson  ex¬ 
plained. 

The  basic  fee  at  various  Utah  County  hospital 
emergency  rooms  ranges  from  $28.50  to  $38.50. 
The  patient  also  pays  a  doctor’s  fee  and  additional 
fees  for  any  lab  work  or  X-rays,  Watson  said. 


The  basic  service  charge  at  Utah  Valley  Hospital 
is  $31,  even  though  its  Emergency  Center  is  the 
only  one  in  Utah  County  able  to  treat  all  types  of 
injuries  and  illnesses  24  hours  a  day,  Watson  said. 

The  UVH  Emergency  Center  serves  as  back-up 
for  other  area  emergency  rooms  in  “code”  cases: 
cardiac,  respiratory  and  neurological  trauma. 

UVH  is  also  the  primary  emergency  referral  cen¬ 
ter  for  the  rest  of  central  and  southern  Utah. 

Watson  explained  that  UVH  is  the  only  medical 
center  south  of.Salt  Lake  City  with  operating  room, 
laboratory  and  other  facilities  for  every  medical 
specialty. 

“To  meet  our  responsibilities,  we  train  and  con¬ 
tinually  update  our  staff  in  all  kinds  of  treatment 
procedures  and  also  maintain  the  most  advanced 
equipment,”  Watson  said. 

“Still,  we  try  to  keep  costs  down.  While  some 
emergency  rooms  charge  a  fixed  overall  fee  regard¬ 
less  of  the  injury  or  illness,  we  are  careful  that  the 
patient  doesn’t  pay  for  anything  he  doesn’t  get/’ 
Watson  explained. 

“We’re  prepared  for  anything  and  welcome  any 
patient,”  Watson  said.  “If  people  really  feel  they 
need  to  come,  they  shouldn’t  hesitate.  But  if  there 
is  a  question  about  whether  it’s  a  real  emergency, 
they  can  and  should  call  their  private  doctor  first,  if
